line Hancock Park neighborhood. 

Rewald’s new pied-a-terre is 
leased to him for $3,400 a month. 
The house is listed for lease at 
$4,000 a month.

Meanwhile. Rewald's former 
house in Honolulu, on Kalaman- 
aole Highway, is going on the auc- 
tion block Oct. 31. The Honolulu 
house, 4,500 square feet on three- 
quarters of an acre, failed to get 
even a nibble at the $1.2 million 
listing price for five months. 

Living in Los Angeles during 
the sticky fall months can be 
bothersome, but Rewald enjoys air 
conditioning on the entire second 
floor of the Tudor-style mansion. 

Rewald has left his Los Angeles 
home temporarily to come to 
Honolulu today for a hearing in 
federal court. At issue is whether 
Rewald is entitled to have the 
court appoint a lawyer for him at 
taxpayers’ expense because he is 
too poor to afford one.
